ground. We tuniud up a blind entry and 
then monnted a tlight of stairs iu the 
corner, at the top of which u door led to 
a courtyard, ck'an and tidy. 

The port, wben compared, with the 
harborn of classic Greece, mnst have been 
a spa'ciODS ODO,' and was perhaps viilurged 
by an artificial, mode, ot wbicU though 
not noticed by atiy writer, wo llioiigiit 
wo could descry tho traces. In many 
places the old reef had been quarried out 
till the sea makes a clean breach into the 
harbor, bnt this has probably been the 
work of later times. The jugged, fretted 
rocks tnd tho sea is full of carved door- 
ways, huge stones still visible where the 
sianchioua of gates had been tilted uiiil 
strewn with masses of undecipherable 
masonry. We were struck bv the Cyclo- 
pean cbaractdr of the work — immcdsc 
stones let in, to form the edge of the an- 
cient quays, by the side of which, among 
and on those anqient rocks, must bavo 
been tho warebouses'of Sidon. 

The masses of broken columns on all 
aides form a breastwork agaiDsb the ac- 
tion of the. sea below ; but these rcmaiDs 
are bo perforated and honoy combed by 
the water and by the boring shells (pho- 
lades), that it is impossible to make out 
their style. Timo, man, and, above nil, 
the incessant dashing of tho waves, bavo 
80 boDeycoD&bed rocks, stooe works ' and 
colomms alike, that do clear plan of the 
stylo of tho building can ^To ascertained. 
Such is the harbor of Sidon, tbo cradle of 
the world's commerce, tho mother of Tyre. 
Sidon, in tbo rain, is wretched oaough. 
niici What ia that to Tyre, in the dry? 
The filth aiid squalor of the little city 
surpasses even that of a Tunisian town, 

Scanty 'bazaars and palm leaves ; the 
streets never less than an ankle — oflcii a 
foot — deep in putrid mod; dilapidated, 
wiadQwie6B,,.}i()Ye|<> .l^alf Guried in rubbish 
—such is m()aern*'Tyre. • Throngh these 
we picked our steps to the shore, wliiro 
lay a few fishing boats from tho navy of 
hor "whoso merchants were princes '' 
Wo nsconded to tho higher part of tho 
promontory, and from the ruined walls 
looked down on the WQadroDa fulQlmedt 
of prophecy. For half a mile the seo 
fiow.s to a depth of a foot or two over flat 
rocks, covered by one oiiiss of broken 
colnuins, leaning or prostrate, ia bewild* 
ering confusion, as if pitched polNinoU 
into the water. This is insular Tyro ; 
"the waters bare covered her;" sfie is a 
place for ''fisbermon to sprcuii their -nets 
on."

THE MYSTBRIOOS AIR-OON— TUB 8ILBNT BVh- 
LET — ARB TUB SBOBBT ABSABSIKS THIEVES 
Oa MANIACS? 

(Kroiii llio New York Suu.) 

Over a year ago at 1 o'clock in tho morn- 
ing, a Brooklyn police ollicer was oarelussly 
sauntering down his usual boat when ha ob- 
served a man partly bidden behind a tree on 
t>iQ opposite side of the street. Tbe ofBcer 
stopped and corcfally obs'rved the man's 
movoment'. In a faw momenis a man was 
ohsorved coming up Iho eidewolk opposite. 
Tho man behind ilio tree stepped troui his 
pi tco of couot'Lilmiint and walked down tho 
r-troet lo meet tho stranger, Ibe police ollicer 
ttll closely watching him, Whan the suspi- 
cious person was within tweoty feel of tbe 
slrungor, and ne'ir u gas light bornlDg brigblly 
beneath the treen, the Biranger suddenly 
flipped his forehead with his right hand, 
utid ttll to the pavement — a dead mao. His 
murderer began to rifle his pockets. Tbe 
uQicer hastened to tho spot, bat tbe atsaasin 
saw him and Qed. 

' Tha oCBcsr parsaed him. The cbsso was 
hoi. Around corners, aoroaa halt-paved 
streets, through elams and alleys, over high 
board fences and beneath flickering gaE-lighis, 
tha murderer fled, but a keen-eyed hunter 
was on bis track. He was captured. On 
bis line of flight an air gun of a peculiar con- 
struction was found, it had dona its deadly 
work silently and effectually. It was of 
simple meobanism and could hardly be con- 
sidered a marvel ol meohanionl skill. 

Tho assassin proved to bo one Stidmoro, 
adiichargad pnliooman. In his house ev- 
idence was lound which proved that ha had 
been engaged for several years in the nefa- 
rious soheinea of burglary and murder. 
Brooklyn was thrown into a stata of nervoua 
oxcitemeot. Every undiscovered murder was 
thrown on the shoulders ol Skidmoro. He 
was even accused ol being rasponaiblo for 
tbe profound mysterious " East River niys- 
taries, where a man's head, pierced wiih 
iwobullets and wrapped in a pleoa of oil 
silk was found floating in a Brooklyn dock 
tbe tbighsand legs similarly wrapped biiog 
afterwards pisked up near Uowaiius. 

Oa his arrest Skidnaoro became as silent 
as a junfilt'd tiger. Crowds ol citizeoB 
warmed to 1 >ok al him, aAd loud whispers ol 
lynch law lluuted about his ears. Ue kept 
up a bold Iront, but ocoasiooaliy a twinge 
was visitilo on his counlennnoe us lu limou- 
ed to ibo positive evidence before tho Coroner. 
The crowd surged about him and {>a;!jd at 
him as at one ot tbe trapped aolhropophagi. 
Tbe air-gun was regarded witb-the grraiest 
curiosity, and those iDspeoting it bandied it 
with cironmspec ion, fearlal Ibat a silent 
ballet was anly.,.awaitlDK a ligQal icadd 
another to its roll of vioiiras. 

The Coroner's jury lonod Skidmore guilty 
of tlic mnrder, and the Grand Jury brought 
in a true bill of indictment against him. 

Back to his cell wont the murderer, wiih 
scarcely a ray of hope in his hearl. The 
popular escitomcnt did not abate. Uis 
trial was demindod. His lawyers could not 
obtain a po<iponemont. The trial camo on ; 
tho ovidi noo was overwhelming; ttio peo- 
ple thronged the court-room; Skidmore's 
dellaut front failed him at last, and at length, 
in despair, he cut his throat in his cell, and 
escaped tho gibbet. 

We do not know what beoams of the sir- 
gun, but wa do know thut for weeks aft-;r- 
warda many of tha citizens of Brooklyn 
never dared go from their houses at night 
for tear ol a silent straggling baileti 

Again wo have accounts of shooiiog witb 
the air gun — this timo in New York. A 
week or two ago we had to aonouoca tho 
serious injury by a pistol aliot of a voun;^ man 
walking al midday on tbe corner of Broad- 
way anil Uaiial street, Tlfa cauje wu3 ,i ray.-:- 
ti'ry '.vbich was never expljinud. Un Tues- 
day atiernoon, in two diviTfC loculitiLV, there 
occurred oircumsiances furlaouiely less inju- 
rious in their eSeci, but hardly less mysie- 
rioas in tbeir nature, which ssem to point 
witb equal assurance to that diabolical agcot, 
an air gun. Two bulleiB in quick Bucco."nioii 
crashed through ttio windows ol a grouury al 
the inlersociion of Bowery and Boud slreetc. 
With as liitlu warning a, pislol buUoGtir- 
ed -through the plaie-glass doorway of 310 
Broadway with dangeroua iorott. A young 
man employed in Cbiitenden's dt'y gond.s 
sloro was walking down Broadway, VVudtiCE- 
day alternotui, un>! lull Buniething hit liiu 
arm. On arriving al tbe store he found that 
he had been shot through tbe arm by a bul- 
l-u, which had lodged and remained in Hi 
Hide. Where tho bullet came Irom, who 
fired It, or for what — lII these pnii ti tum.iiu 
a secret. On Monday nn air-gun bnllot was 
lirod thrnugh a pawnbroker's window, in Cen- 
tre atrool. On lliu Hiiino evening one ol 
those a lent messengers of death oama through 
u window in tho Sun's editorial rooms, and 
one evening la«t week two bullet boles were 
found lo tbe panes in Mr Thomas Hitoboock'H 
reHdeoco, at 9 fjast Twenty.niqtb street. 



i Man Tied to a Ringbdlt in his Office 
aud Robbed in Broad Dayi 

(I'liiiii Ibo Ilo.Hluu Tranauript ol Ftb. 2ih1 ) 

A qurer robbery is reported to have boon 
coinnjiltad upon David C. Sifsoo, Treapurcr 
of Post 15, Grand Army of the Republio, 
yesterday. Sii-son's ttory is subslnDtitlly 
as follows: Ha had jost entered hii office 
in tho hoadqaatters of tho Post, in the third 
ttory of the building al the corner of Lucaa 
and Woshiiiglon airooiK, ut 11 a. m., when a 
woman, who had evidently followed him up 
tha alaircnsc, nccos'ed hii;. , aod ill the tntin- 
ner usual witb upilicaiits for relief asked lor 
aid. Alter hearing her story Sieson conclud~ 
ed that ber case did net come under hi] oog> 
nizance as Treasurer of the Post and ioform- 
ed her Ibnt ho could not aid her. A.i pIib 
wont out ho requested hor to shut the door, 
which fastened wiih a dead latch, Whotbur 
the woman shut tho door or not SiFsan says 
ha was too busy to iKJtice; but in loss than 
five minutes be was seized from behind 
arouod the neck by the strong hands ol a 
noon who had entered uuperoeived, witi fio 
remark, in a subdued tone, "I've ,:,'ot you." 
The Treusuior .says he resisted us bcft lie 
oould, but was so choked thai ho could not 
utter a cry until dragged lo a ring-boll In the 
ante-room, where, placing a revolver at his 
bead, tbo asssilmt told him that it be made 
a noise he would ''put his light out." The 
man then produced a rope about the size uf 
a ennll cluilie^-lino and suciir -d Sisson by 
tho neck lo ilio boll. He t!ien went to a 
,4ma!l box wbeiein tiio Treasurer was in Ibu 
hii\?V of keeping ihe Post's lunds, utui, afim e.x 
oniining eevi ral envelopes in which the difl'erent 
moneys were enclosed, obtained about S-UIU 
dollars, whiob be pocketed. He then re- 
lumed to his prisoner and took from the 
laltoi's ponlaloons pocket a wallet contuiii- 
iiig hi privala funds aud olbur valuiililap, 
am(>uoiing in the uggregate to aboui S'2ti0, 
and deliberately leli, with the remark, aa il 
addrefsod to un accomplice in the entry — 
" Well, Pete, shall we meet in ilia same 
place to-nigbt?" Though the robber had 
once before, during tbe operation, spoken 
as though some one wos within heat- 
ing, Sisson says he henri] no response niir 
foolBlepa and saw no oilier porsou. Ho was 
loft in tho poailion above described, witb bit. 
head so near iho fiour aud the rop_i bo iij;bi 
around bi-i neck that bo could make but very 
litile nui^e. In ibis position he was cdhi- 
polled to stay for more than sn hour, n( t 
having been sbla to make himsill hoard by 
people on the ground floor; and fiually ri-- 
ieased hiuisaU by persistently gnawing ut 
ihe rope, which at Ljst parted. The atl'air 
has been placed in the hand.s of detectives. 
Slate and city, who are eugag°d in '* coo* 
sideriog " it. Sisson thinks that be 8bool(| be 
able lo fully identify his assailant.
